If you want to use daylilies most effectively in land- 
scaping, try them against foundation plantings to give 
color during the summer months — or a clump of 
them near a tree on the lawn — or groups of them at 
the edge of the lawn — or border the walks with day- 
lilies. 

There are many ways to use daylilies and have 
beauty and color with a small amount of work or 
money. To get the most artistic effect, do not put too 
many colors in one grouping. If you're going to use 
them to border a walk, select first the basic color you 
want, It may be the yellow and orange tones — or 
the reds. Whatever color you decide upon, keep that 
in mind and select varieties that will blend with each 
other, Do not try to get too many different varieties 
in one planting for best artistic results. Buy in groups 
of three or five, planting them together in a clump. 
Then if you wish to get various shadings by the addi- 
tion of another variety, get that variety in groups of 
three or five also. You will find that this gives con- 
tinuity to your planting, rather than having the plant- 
ing a hodge-podge of varieties and colors with no 
rhyme nor reason to the plan.

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A HEAT AND WIND RESISTANT NEAR-WHITE 

Are you growing RUBY LANGSTON? If not, you're 
missing one of the loveliest and most satisfactory 
daylilies we know. Ruby Langston is the palest day- 
lily we grow — a creamy lightness, rather than very 
light yellow, The substance is superb, and when other 
very pale ones have started to get frayed because of 
the heat, RUBY LANGSTON is still just as fresh and 
crisp as when it first opened. 

Last summer on an established clump RUBY LANG- 
STON bloomed for over two months. One day during 
this time, when the temperature had been in the high 
90's with a strong westerly wind blowing, practically 
every daylily in the garden showed signs of wear and 
tear, and every pale yellow was completely frayed 
except RUBY LANGSTON.

Do not judge your daylilies on one-year plants. 
Most varieties should be established at least three 
years before giving their maximum beauty in size, 
number of blooms, and good branching habit. Plant 
your daylily in good, well-worked soil, with some well 
balanced fertilizer or rotted manure added, then leave 
it alone, except at the beginning of the season, top 
dress with a sprinkling of well balanced fertilizer, also, 
do the same after blooming season. It is always 
good to add a compost mulch or well rotted manure 
late fall, but do not feed with a commercial fertilizer 
that is like a shot in the arm to the plant too late, 
otherwise, you will stimulate late growth, and the 
plant will not take the cold weather just ahead. To 
get the most out of your daylilies, do not always be 
dividing them when they are small clumps. If you buy 
an expensive variety, give it the best treatment you can 
possibly give it, and sit back and enjoy it and get 
your money's worth in the beauty of it. You will not 
see it at its very best until it is an established clump.

A lot of people are asking a lot of questions about 
daylilies, and one of the best books to give the an- 
swers is DAYLILIES by Ben Arthur Davis. It is a book 
gardeners have been wanting for a long time.
